BLOWN TO PIECES. 


A TERRIBLE DISASTER ON A LOUIS- 
IANA KIVER, 


BY WHICH FORTY LIVES WERE LOST 


The Boilers of the Steamer Corona Ex- 
plode, Destroying the Vessel and 
Killing Forty People. 


New Orveans, October 3.—The steamer 
Corona, of the Ouachita consolidated line, left 
here at 7:20 last night for Quachita river with 
afull cargo of freight and a good list of pass- 
engers. She exploded her boilers at kaise 
river, nearly opposite Port Hudson, at 11:45 
this morning, causing the loss of the steamer 
and about forty lives. 

The Auchor line steamer City of St. Louis, 
Captain James O'Neil, was near by, and with 
his crew and boats saved many lives. The 
surviving passengers and crew were taken on 
poard by Captain ©’ Neil, and were very kindly 
cared for by lim and his crew.

The Corona was on her first trip of the sea- 
son, and had but recently come out of the. dry 
dock, where she received repairs amounting to 
nearly $12,000. She was built at Wheeling, 
W. Va., by Sweeny Bros., of that city, seven 
years ago, and had acarrying capacity of 2,700 
bales of cotton. Atthe time of the accident 
she was valued at $20,000,

New OR vEANS, October 3.—F rom the Times- 
Democrat specials the following addiiional de- 
tails are learned: 

STATEMENTS OF SURVIVORS. 

Mrs. F. W. Robertson says that when the 
Corona arrived opposite False river landing, 
about-.sixteen miles below Bayou Sara, one of 
her boilers exploded, tearing the boat to 
pieces, when she sank in deep water ina few 
seconds. Mrs. Robértson says she was wedged 
in the ladies’ cabin with some of the debris 
laying across her loyer limbs, but was sud 
denly released and found herself floating in 
the river. Shesank twice but luckily was 
picked up and escaped with only a few 
bruises. Mr. Rollings, pilot of the Corona, 
bays: 3 

“*T was asleep in the texas at the time of the 
explosion.’’ He does not knowhow the ex- 
plosion occurred. He was awakened by the 
noise it made; he was painfully burned .on 
both hands. 

Hon. L. F. Mason, secretary of state, who 
was a passenger on the Corona, states that he 
was in the cabin talking to Mrs. Robertson at 
about 10 o’clock this morning when the ex- 
plosion occurred. He escaped with life pre- 
servers and assisted in saving Mrs. Robertson 
aud another lady, There was very little time 
for preparation for escape, as the boat went 
down like lead a few seconds after the ex 
plosion. As the steamer City of St. Louis 
came down she was hailed and took on ‘board 
all the passengers and crew who were not lost 
in the river. 

_ No one seems tode able to give any explana- 
tion as to the cause of the sudden disaster. 
THE BOTTOM WAS RLOWN OUT. 

The Picayene’s Baton Rouge special says: 
Captain T. C. Sweeney, one of the owners of 
the line who assumed command on. the death 

‘of Captain Blanks, says the explosion was not 
owing to too high pressure of steam. He had 
just had occasion to examine the gauge and is 
positive there was not a pressure of more than 
125 pounds. " 

The boat had a moderate cargo. She was in 
mid-stream just below the landing at Arbroth, 
and had just whistled to pass. the 
City of St. Louis, fortunately coming down at 
the time. The .explosion had a down- 
ward tendency and blew out the 
bottom of the boat, causing her to sink imme- 
diately. The cabin was torn in two, the rear 
portion floating down the river and bearing a 
number of the saved. Captain Sweeney hap- 
pened to be forward, and started at once to put 
out the flames, which began to burn at several 
ponent Iie says the boat would undoubtedly 

ave burned had she not gone down immedi- 
ately. None of the books, papers or other 
valuables were saved. 
. NOBLE WORK OF A CREW. 

The City of St. Louis, which was about five 
hundred yards above, at once put out her boats 
and their crew did noble work in saving lives. 

e Anchor linerstayed there several hours 
rendering all the assistance possible and taking 
on Board the rescued passengers and crew.

A Construction Train Leaves the Track—

Brprorp, Ind., October 3.—A construction 
train on the Macky railroad left the track at a 
point about eighteen miles west of here yester- 
day afternoon. Ten of twenty-cight men on 
the train were seriously injured. Six are 
dangerously hurt, while two will die. The 
wounded were brought here, and al! the physi- 
cians of the town busied themselves in helping 


to relieve the suffering. 


New Castrix, Pa., October 3.—A frightful 
wreck occurred on the Youngstown and Ash- 
tabula division of the Pennsylvania company’s 
lines at Hazelton Bridge, Ohio, early this 
morning, by which Flagman John Fitzgerald 
was instantly killed and Conductor Ben Mil 
ner badly injured. A freight train going west 
broke in two going upa steep grade, and the 
detached part ran back to engine 251 going in 
the same direction. The engine was wrecked 
and’ several freight cars were smashed to 
kindliug wood.

WILL TAKE A LOOK AT US, 


The South American Delegation Start on a 
Long Trip. 

WASHINGTON, October 3.—Tho delegates to 
the international American congress were 
astir atan early hour this morning to prepare 
for their long trip arranged for them by the 
department of state. They awoke to enjoy 
one of the mest charming of Washington’s 
autumnal mornings. The sk» wasclear and 
the sun shone with just enough intensity to 
temper the cool breezes that prevailed. The 
delegates partook of an early breakfast and 
then made their way to the Pennsylvania 
railroad station, where for three-quarters of an 
hour before the scheduled time for the starting 
of the train an unusual stir and activity was 
noticeable. The vestibule train was early an 
obiect of admiration by a great crowd of sight- 
seers. 

THE TRAIN STARTS, 

Before 8 o’clock the delezates began to ar- 
rive, and were received at the station by Will- 
iam E. Curtis, special agent of the state 
department, in charge of the excursion. There 
was no formal leave-taking between the gov- 
ernment officials and delefates. Many friends 
of the delegates accompanied them tothe sta- 
tion, and for half an hour before the train 
started the scene was an animated one. Ata 
quarter past eight the warning, ‘All aboard,” 
was given, and promptly on schedule time the 
train started on its long journey. The first 
stop will be made at Jersey City at 1:45 p. m.

The Republicans Clatm Montana, But the 
Democrats Have It. 

HELENA, Mont., October 3.—Returns from 
counties in which the result is disputed have 
not come in today. Park county, which was 
given to the republicans yesterday by 300 ma- 
jority, now shows only 130. The republicans 
now estimate their majority for governor at 
100, while the democrats claim Toole’s election 
by 400. 

Returns from Silver Bow county. which 
elects eleven inembers of the legislature, is 
stili incomplete. The democrats claim nine 
of these, sure, and possibly all. The republi- 
cans only concede six to the democrats. The 
republicans now only claim three majority on 
joint ballot in the legislature, while the demo 
crats Claiin nine. Silver Bow county returns, 
which will probably be complete before morn- 
ing, will take the legislature out of doubt, and 
probably also governor.

WASHINGTON REPUBLICAN. 


The Legislature Will Have Seventy Five 
tepublican Majority. 

SEATTLE, Wash., October 3.—Returns re- 
ceived from nearly every county in the state 
indicate the election of the republican state 
ticket by 8,000 majority. The democrats re- 
duce the republican majority in Seattle 
slightly. The new legislature will have seven- 
ty-tive republican majority in joint ballot. The 
constitution is ratified and prohibition and 
woman suffrage are defeated. It requires a 
majority vote to select the permanent capital 
east of the Cascade mountains. North Yakima 
is ahead, and west of the range Olympia leads. 
Neither will have a majority, and another 
election will be necessary.

She was out driving with J. S. Hoover, her 
brother-in-law, aud when she attempted to 
light from the carriage she made a misstep 
anc fell violently to the sidewalk, her head 
striking upon astone. When taken up blood 
was freely oozing from her mouth and nostrils. 
She was immediately attended by a physician, 
who pronounced her wounds serious, but not 
necessarily fatal. Sheis now suffering very 
much from concussion of the brain.

REVISING THE RUBRICS 


AND MAKING ALTERATIONS IN THE 
COMMON PRAYER. 


SWIFT WORK DONE BY THE BISHOPS 


Proceedings of the General Conference of 
the Episcopal Church—Kecetying the 
Deputation From Canada, Etc. 


New York, October3. —The members of the 
house of deputies of the general convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal. church assembled 
shis morning in St. George’s chuteh to con- 
tinue the work inaugurated yesterday. The 
day was opened with religious services, Rev. 
Dr. Morrison reading the morning prayer. A 
brief recess followed before Rev, Dr. Dix, 
robed 1n a flowing silk gown, took the chair as 
presiding officer and called the houge to order. 

MESSAGES FROM THE BISHOPS.- 

After dispensing with the calling Of the roll 
two messages from the house of bighops were 
received, The first announced that the house 
of bishops had organized yesterday ky the elec- 
tion of Rev. William Tullock, secr@tary, and 
was now ready to proceed to busigess. The 
second recited the fact that the union of the 
Episcopal church in America was effected Oc- 
tober 2, 1789, and that the centennary anniver- 
sary of that union should be marked by pray- 
ers of thanksgiving for the blessings that had 
been bestowed upon them, and supplication 
for continuance and increase of God’s blessings 
No action upon these messages 
was necessary. 

By direction of the president, the names of 
those appointed on standing committees were 
then read. \ 

A PETITION FROM OREGON, 

Having secured a suspension of rules, Mr. 
Stark, of Connecticut, presented a petition 
asking that Oregon be admitted as a diocese, 
and the petition was referred to the committee 
on new dioceses. Deputies from Oregon were 
admitted to sittings in the house, pending the 
report on their petition. 

Rey. Mr. Davies, of Pennsylvania, presented 
a report on liturgical revisiou from the com 
mittee on that subject, appointed by the last 
general convention, and asked that its report 
should be made the order of the day this day 
week, at 12 o’clock. 

Pending a decision on this, a deputation 
from the provincial synod of Canada was re- 
ceived by the house. The deputation was pre- 
sented by Rev. Dr. Harwood, of Connecticut, 
and consisted of Right Reverend Dr. Sallivan, 
lord bishop of Algoma; Right Reverend Dr. 
Courtney, of Nova Scotia; the Rev. Dean, of 
Huron; Reverend Archdeacon of Montreal 
and Judge McDonald. 

GREETINGS FROM CANADA, 

Dr. Dix welcomed the visitors on behalf of 
the house. The lord bishop of Algoma then, 
on invitation, addressed the house, congratu- 
lating the deputies on the advance of the 
church in the United States, and saying that 
the church in Canada was endeavoring to fol- 
low in their footsteps and were cheered by the 
examplo of the church in this country. 

Right Rev. Dr. Courtney, bishop of Nova 
Scotia, next spoke, andin turn conveyed a 
greeting and congratulation from the church 
in Canada to their brothers in this country. 

The very reverend dean of Huron, Rey. Mr. 
Craig, venerable archdeacon of Mortreal, 
Rev. Mr. Evans and judge McDonald also 
spoke in a similar strain. 

After the Canadian visitors had departed, 
the question was of making the report of the 
committee on liturgical revision the order of 
the day next Thursday. By unanimous vote 
it was so ordered. 


Rev. Dr. Swope.notified the house that there 
will be presented a minority report from the 


committee on liturgical revision. 
CHANGES IN THE PRAYER BOOK. 


Rev. Dr. Huntington then took the floor, the 


order of the day now being the consideration 


of additions and alterations in the book of 


Common Prayer, adopted at the last general 


convention. 

The vote was taken on the adoption of the 
first of the eighteen resolutions approving of 
tbe changes. It refers to the order of reading 
the psalter and holy scriptures. The resolution 
was adopted. 

The second resolution, relating to a change 
in the order fur daily morning prayer, was 
then placed on its passage and adopted. 

Resolution No. 3, relating to changes in the 
opening sentences in the order for daily morn- 
ing prayer, was then adopted. 

Resolution No. 4, changing the rubric fol- 
lowing ‘‘venite” in the order for daily morning 
prayer, was then adopted. 

NEW DIOCESES. 

When the afternoon session opened Rev. Dr. 
Hauckel, of Virginia, with permission of Rev. 
Dr. Huntington, moved that the rules be 
suspended to permit the handing in of peti- 
tions for the organization of new dioceses, that 
they might be referred to the committed on 
new dioceses. This was agreed to, and peti- 
tions for the organization of new dioceses in 
southern California, Colorado and Missouri 
were handed in. Michigan asked to haye 
Pennsylvania be made a mission diocese, Dr. 
Benedict, having obtained a further suspen- 
sion of the rules, presented the report of the 
joint committee on hymnals, and the house 
agreed to make its consideration the order of 
the day for Tuesday next. The work of 
voting on the resolutions proposing changes in 
the book of common prayer was then resumed. 

QUICK WORK BY THE BISHOPS, 

After a message from the house of bishops 
announcing that they had taken up the.same 
subject, had been read, the ninth and tenth 
resolution were adopted, each finding only 
one clerical and lay opponent. 

Resolution eleven was adopted unanimously. 

Consideration of resolution twelve was 
portpenes and resolution thirteen was voted on.

The vote on it was clerical 30 ayes, 18 noes, 
1 divided.

Resolutions 14, 15, 16, 17 and 18 were also 
adopted with practical unanimity. 

Just after the vote on resolution 19 was taken, 
two messages from the house of bishops were 
received, The first announced that the house 
of bishops had adopted, conditional to the 
concurrenee of the house of deputies, the en- 
tire eighteen resolutions, upon which the housé 
of deputies had been voting all day and was 
still voting. 

There was some laughter caused by the ox- 
peditiousness with which the bishops had 
acted. Action on all the other resolutions 
having been taken, the twelfth resolution 
came up for consideration. Dr. Huntington 
said that, personally, he was opposed to the 
resolution, aud therefore did not wish to move 
its adoption. He suggested that Rey. Dr. 
Egar, of central New York, a member of the 
committee who was in favor of it, make the 
motion.

THE VETERANS IN LINE, 


Tennessee’s Confederate Contingent has a 
Holiday—Crowds at Riehland Park. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., October 3.—{ Special. ]— 
The old confederate was the man in town to- 
day. The streetsand sidewalks were thronged 
with the good pooee who knew and loved 
him, and cheered him as he passed by. In 
groups of two or three, or a dozen or single, 
the badge on his lapel was the cynosure of all 
eyes, and, though the bair was grey and often- 
times the walk feeble, the heart that was light 
shone through the eyes that looked unflinch- 
ingly at you, and there was a general quick- 
ening when the stirring strains of Dixie 
brought back the days that tried 
men’s souls, and all the  hard- 
ships endured in the four years of 
battle. The trains this morning were crowded 
with incoming veterans and ladies accompa-, 
nying them. The ladies proceeded to the 
parlor of the Maxwell and Duncan, where 
they were received by the committees ap- 
pointed for the purpose. The veterans 
marched to the merchants’ exchange, where 
the members of the Frank Cheatham bivouac 
acted as hosts. They worea magnificent look- 
ing body of men. Strong in physique and’ 
resolute in expression, they were acredit to 
the manhood of the state. Here and_there 
could be seen one who carried a crutch, or 
wore an erapty sleeve. At9:45 the procession 
formed at the merchants’ exchange and 
marched through the principal streets to the 
depot. The windows of all the houses on the 
line of march were filled with spectators. 
Trains bore them to Richland park. The park 
never looked more beautiful or the skies fairer. 
The total attendance was not less than five 
thousand, of whom half were ladies. The 
speakers’ stand was tastefully decorated with 
flowers and the flags of bivouacs. 

General W. H. Jackson delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome, and Captain T. F. Perkins, 
president of the state association, responded, 
after which prayer was offered, and Captain 
Ed Baxter was introduced by Rey. D.C. Kelley, 
the fighting parson, as the orator of the 
day. Captain Baxter’s speech was able and 
appreciated, and he was cheered to the echo, 
frequently bringing out the old rebel yell. A 
great dinner was then served. A special train 
then carried the members of the state associa- 
tion to Belle Meade,where they spent an hour, 
returning to the city in time for the evening 
trains. The second annual reunion was a 
great success. Many will stay overand visit 
the Hermitage tomorrow.

THE MORMONS DRIVEN OUT. 


Fifty White-Robed Men Do the Work in 
Tennessee. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., October 3,—[Special.]— 
News came from Wilson county tonight that 
the Mormon elders have been driven out by 
the White Caps. The elders gg Oa some 
time ago, when the agitation was hot against 
them, butafew daysago returned, believing the 
storm to have blown over. Their incendiary 
utterances were not forgotten, however, and 
the people who warned them proposed to make 
their threats good. -Forty or fifty men, 
masked and robed in white, last night 
visited the house of V’illiam Barrett, Thomas 
Smith and Lee Barrett, where the elders had 
been, searching for them. Some one, how- 
ever, had given warning, and not an elder was 
to be found. These men were cautioned 
against allowing the elders to ever darken 
their doors again, and the eiders left the 
county this morning.

MEETING OF THE'TRUSTEES IN NEW 
YORK LESTERDAY. 


A GOOD REPORT FROM THE SOUTH 


A Gratifying Increase in Education—Report 
on the Di-tribuation of the Income— 
The New Executive Committee. 


New York, October 3.—The trustees of the 
Peabody Education fund held their 27th an- 
nual meeting at the Fifth Avenue hotel. 
Among the trustees present were Ex Presi- 
dent Cleveland, Ex-President Hayes, Robert 
C. Winthrop, Rev. H. B. Whipple, A. J. 
Drexel, Dr. Samuel A. Greene, General James 
D. Porter, J. Pierrepont Morgan, Hon. W. A. 
Courtenay, Justice Stephen J. Field, Hon. 
Charies Devens, Randall L. Gibson, Chief 
Justice Fuller and J. L. M. Curry. 

An invocation was deitvere’ by Bishop 
Whipple. 

Robert C. Winthrop, of Massachusetts, made 
an address on education in the south and the 
— amouut of illiteracy that prevailed there 
still. 

Dr. J. L. M. Curry, of Richmond, Va., re 
ported a gratifying increase of interest in edu- 
cation throughout the south, and gave some 
comparative statistics of the progress of edu- 
cation in the states of West Virginia, Alabama, 
Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, North and South 
Carolina and Virginia, 

During the summer just passed three insti- 
tutes for four weeks each were held at Hamp- 
ton, Va., school for 1,062 white teachers and 
three for 322 colored teachers, all of which 
were supported in whole or in part by the Pea- 
body funds, 

The report of distribution of the income 
showed&that in Alabama for scholarships and 
institutes $3,375 was expended; Arkansas, 
$4,060; Georgia, $4,060; Louisiana. $5,725; 
North Carolina, $6,335; South Carolina, $9, 
932; Tennessee, $15,718; Texas, $3,800; Vir- 
ginia, $6,750 and West Virginia, $4,385. To 
tal sum disbursed by the fund during the 
fiscal year ending October 1, 1889, was $69,633, 

Treasurer Morgan presented a report which 
was referred to a committee. 

The resignation of Trustee Stewart was re- 
ceived and William Wirt Henry, of Rich- 
mond, was elected in his place. General 
Henry R. Jackson, of Savaunah, also resigned 
as trustee and is to be succeeded by Judge R. 
B. Sommerville, of Alabama. 

The new executive committee consists of 
the following: Rutherford B. Hayes, James 
B. Porter, Chief Justice Fuller, ex Mayor 
Courtenay and Judge Devens, 

The committee adjourned to meet the first 
Wednesday in October next year. 

In the evening a banquet was given, at 
which were present Rutherford B. Hayes, 
Grover Cleveland, Justices Field and Fuller 
and Hamilton Fish.

While Colonel Dugger was making" 
preparations to join General Scott, Tennessee 
was thrown into great excitement by the news 
that the Cherokee Indians had crossed the 
mountains from North Carolina, and were 
killing and laying waste everything before 
them, and the people were flying for life. 

The governor at once sent orders to Colonel 
Dugger to 

CHECK THE INDIANS 

in their destructive work, and beat them back 
into the mountains ;but before the orders reach- 
ed him he was marching to meet the Indians. 
He marched on all day without seeing any 


Indians, but late in the evening he met many, 
who-had abandoned their homes, and were 
tiying tosave their lives. The people told 
him the Indians were not many miles away 
and there were between eight hundred and a 
thousend of them. Dugger had only seventy- 


five men with him, and every one he met, ad- 


vised him not to advance any farther until he 
was reinforced, as he was simply marching 
into the jaws of death to march against so 
many Indians with only seventy-five men. 
But Dugger said he had seventy-five brave 
and well disciplined men, and he was not 
afraid to mee: the whole Ceerokee nation. 

So Colone. Dugger continued his march 
until the dark pall of sable night mantled the 
earth, when he halted and struck camps. He 
placed sentinels and was soon quietly reposing 
in the arms of balmy sleep. 

The next morning, by the time the first rays 
of the sun kissed the mountain tops, 

DUGGER WAS OUT ALONE . 
reconnoitering some distance from camps. He 
was walking along leisurely imagining how the 
Indians would scatter when they saw him and 
his mon, when suddenly three savage Indian 
warriors sprang into the road behind him. 
They, brandishing their tomahawks and yell- 
ing like madmen, made for Dugger. Dugger 
saw there were too many of them for him, and 
he bounded away through the woods, 
across rocks, stumps, and logs like a 
wild deer, and the Indians followed with the 
fleetness of a greyhound. He soon discovered 
that the Indians were gaining on him, and 
there was nojtime for him tostop to think how 
to save himself. In the meantime hé came to 
adeep and wide ravine. The Indians were 
upon his heels, and gave one wild vell, for they 
knew they had him. But Dugger with in- 
credible agility sprang into the air, and cleared 
the ravine by several feet. The Indiaus thought 
they could accomplish the same feat, but every 
one struck against the bank, which stunned 
him, and he fell to the bottem of the ravine. 
Dugger saw that this was his chance, and 
turning leaped upon them like a ferocious 
lion. In less time, than it takes to tell it they 
were disarmed, and Dugger, with his gun point- 
blank on them, ordered them to get up and 
“shutie.’ The men were greatly surprised 
when Dugger came 

MARCHING UP THREE INDIAN WARRIORS 
and gaihered around him, every one anxiously 
inquiring how he capturen them, “I just sur- 
rounded them and there was no chance for 
them to get away,” answered Dugger. 

Everything being arranged to renew the 
march, Colonel'Dugger threw out a skirmish 
line and marched very slowly. He had not 
proceeded far until-he discovered the mischiev- 
ous work of the Indians. Duggar halted, 
and by sending out scouts ascertained 
that the Indians were retreating before him. 
Dugger did not like the idea of the Indians 
getting away and depriving him of an oppor- 
tunity of exhibiting his prowese and adroitness 
in inaneuvering his men in battle. Sohe made 
aforcemarch to overtake the Indians and 
force them to fight. He marched on till late 
in the evening without seeing an Indian, 
and had almost given 
of overtaking them and 
opportunity of distinguishing himself as a 
warrior, but was consoling himself with the 
thought that just the name of himself and his 
men was enough to 
DRIVE THE INDIANS OUT OF THE COUNTRY, 
when suddenly the air rang with the hideous 
yells of the Indians. Dugger was at once ap- 
yrised of the fact that he was surrounded. 

he Indians from every direction made a des- 
perate charge upon Dugger and his men; 
but Dugger, with. tho greatest celerity, 
had his men to form .a_ phalanx 
and thus pn, Seay the Indians, leaving the 
ground literaily covered with their dead bod- 
The Indians only gave back a short dis- 
tance, and commenced firing again. Dugger 
ordered his men to lie down, and to make sure 
they got an Indian every shot, as he was afraid 
his ammuuition would give out. The Indians 
kept coming attracted by the reports of the 
guns, and the fight continued till nightfall, 
when Dugger and his men took refuge in a 
cluster of trees near by, and worked all night 
fortifying themselves. 

Next morning Dugger was surrounded by 
about seven hundred Indians. About sun up 
they charged him, but were repulsed with 
heavy loss. Dugger saw that he couid not 
sustain another charge, and decided to cut 
through them and gain the heights; but 

THE BLUE GRASS WAS VERY HIGH, 

and the Indians were hid all around him in it, 
and he knew he could not cut through them 
without loss. The grass was high and (ry, 
and Dugger had half of his men to forma 
circle with a radius of fifty feet, and put the 
others to clearing away the grass. As soon as 
they had a place cleared away large enough 
for the men to stand on he bad the grass fired. 
The fire drove the Indians out of the grass, and 
Dugger was thus enabled to gain the heights, 
where he took an adyantageous position. The 
Indians soon discovered Dugger’s stratagem, 
aud surrounded him again. They charged 
him several times to drive him from his strong 
position, but only to be repulsed with heavy 
loss. The tight continued till latein the even- 
ing, when about a hundred and fifty Indians 
retreated, leaving near six hundred dead on 
the tield. So Dugger gained the day, but ‘was 
left with only seventeen men able to bear 
arms. .

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The Joint Rate Bill. 

The joint rate bili, passed yesterday by 
the house, practically consolidates every 
railroad in Georgia, and puts them abso- 
lutely under the control of the railroad com- 
mission. Under the provisions of the bill 
the railroad eommission is empowered with 
authority to establish the joint railroad 
rates between any two points on independ- 
ent lines. For instance: Under the law as 
it now exists the commission can only regu- 
late rates, between points on different lines, 
by fixing rates on each line, independent of 
the other. A through shipment from Ma- 
rietta to Griffin is governed by the inde- 
pendent rates between Marietta and At- 
lanta, over the Western and Atlantic, and 
between Atlanta and Griffin over the Cen- 
tral. The rate on the same shipment to any 
point on the Georgia Midland would still 
further depend on the local rate of the lat- 
ter road. Under the bill, as passed by the 
house yesterday, the same shipment can be 
regulated by a through rate from starting 
and stopping points, and such rates will be 
established by the commission. 

The bill was introduced by Dr. Felton, 
after conference with Major Wallace and 
the other commissioners, who believe that 
such a measure is all that is necessary to 
clothe the commission with complete con- 
trol over the railroads, and passed the house 
with but five dissenting votes. 

It is not such legislation as this that is 
dangerous to the industrial development of 
our state. There can be no danger in a 
carefully regulated control of rates, by 
which the public is protected against un- 
just discrimination, while the railroads are 
not wrecked or plundered, or railroad secu- 
rities unsettled. Such legislation as this, 
when wisely applied to rates affecting the 
public, which have no right to interfere 
with the internal management of railroad 
property, is consistent with the policy of the 
state and of sound government,and will result 
in good to the state’s commerce without 
doing injustice to the railroads. Rates di- 
rectly effect the whole people; the dollars and 
cents invested in railroad property do not, 
any more than the investments represented 
in any other character of business. 

Just here note the difference in charac- 
ter between such legislation as this and that 
sought to be enacted by the Olive bill. One 
applies to the fixture of reasonable rates for 
the public and the other strikes a blow at 
every dollar invested in the railroad devel- 
opment of the state, by threatening estab- 
lished securities and scaring off new invest- 
ments. 

But it is pleasing to observe that the 
Olive bill is on its ast legs, and what little 
there is left of it gets another black eye by 
the bill passed yesterday.

That this is a grave question involving 
the state’s interest in the road, and for that 
matter the 2 ae and other interests 
of the state dependent upon the rental of 
the road for support, does not admit of a 
particle of doubt. 

Whether we like it, or don’t like it, the 
question is upon us, and should be met. 
Let the committee, therefore, be appointed, 
and go promptly and energetically to work 
to elicit all the facts, and endeavor, if possi- 
ble, to point out a way whereby the matter 
may be honorably and speedily adjusted. 
' The people who are making this claim have 
done much tocommend them to the fair 
consideration of Georgians—they have car- 
ried out both in letter and spirit the con- 
tract with the state in the most perfect good 
faith, and by the improvement of the prop- 
erty and the large volume of business they 
have thrown over the road, have made it 
possible to rent the property for a handsome 
price, while without this aid the road 
could not begin toearn the amount pro- 
vided under the proposed new lease act. 

Good faith, therefore, upon the part of 
the state, as well as the future of the prop- 
erty, demand that the matter should be 
amicably and honorably adjusted, and it is 
to the committee of conference that the 
general assembly and the people will natur- 
ally look for a way out of the difficulty.

The child 
is led to believe that useful lines of employ- 
ment are beneath him, and that jit is more 
genteel to be idle than to be atoiler. Such 
a system of education is a mistaken sys- 
tem. It is not peculiar to the public schools 
alone; it runs through our entire educa- 
tional system. What is needed is an educa; 
tion that will send every pupil into the 
world prepared and determined to do some- 
thing useful. 

Undoubtedly Mr. Murray is on the right 
line, and the popularity of our industrial 
schools shows that the people are with him. 
In this practical age education is judged by 
its'results. The system yielding a product 
of well equipped, industrious and successful 
men is the best.

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A TERRIBLE FIGUT BETWEEN CON- 
VicTS AND GUARDS 


In Pulaski County—One Convict Attempts 
\ to Kill the Guard but is Prevented by An- 
- other Convict. 

Information has reached the city of a bloody 
tragedy in Pulaski county. 

One convict was killed, five escaped, three 
were re-captured and two saved the life of the 
guard. 

It appears that on Tuesday four negro con- 
victs from Dooly county were sent to the 
Pulaski chaingang camps and put to work. 

Mr. Steve Brown was in charge of the con- 
victs, numbering eight, from different counties 
adjacent to and including Pulaski, and he had 
them picking cotton on a plantation near the 


Ocmulyges river. : 

The field in which they were at work was in 
the swamp, at a distance from the farm house, 
and with the exception of his arms he was at the 
mercy of the rough lot that he had in charge. 

The four negroes from Dooly were Howard 
Joiner, a noted desperado; Reddick Combs, 
Albert Willis and Frank Singleton, all of 
whom bore bad characters in their own county. 

THE ASSAULT. 

At noon Mr. Brown was weighing up the 
cotton picked in the morning. 

Suddenly Howard Joiner sprang toward him 
and seizing him by the arms pinioned them 
from behind and cried ouf to Will Muller, a 
Dodge county convict; 

“Hit him! Kill him!” 

Miller grabbed a weighing stick and dealt 
Mr. Brown a fearful blow on the head, knock- 


ing him down. 

A second blow stunned him, but just at this 
critical moment Corey Walker, another con- 
vict, ren to Mr. Brown’s assistance. | 

Seizing the smaller of the two pistols that 
Mr. Brown carried, he began firing at Will 
Miller. 

Howard Joiner jumped on the prostrate 
guard and was trying his best to kill him, 
while Walker was shooting at Miller. 

Frank Singleton,.another convict, grabbed 
the weighing beam and struck Joiner with 
all his might, and Joiner turned Mr. 
Brown loose and scrambled off. 

All the other convicts, except Walker and 
Singleton, niade a break for liberty, but Mr. 
Brown was good grit. 

JOINER IS KILLED. 

Dazed and blinded by the blows, Mr. Brown 
sprang to his feet, and drawing his other pis- 
tol, he fired at Joiner, who was pretty badly 
hurt by the blow from the weighing beam. 

The ball went true to the mark, and passed 
entirely through Joiner’s body. 

The desperado fell tothe ground, and died 
without a groan, 

‘The convicts who had assisted him gave the 
alarm, and a party consisting of Mr. 
Lowry, Mr. Stewart and Mr. Coley, 
who live near the farm, went 
in pursuit of the fugitives. In about three 
hours they came uy with Grant Schenett and 
Will Price in’ the swamp below, who surren- 
dered without resistance. 

Will Miller, Reddick Combs and Albert 
Willis eseaped and are still at large. Miller is 
a gingercake-colored negro, is nineteen years 
old, nearly six feet high; Combe is about the 
same size and color, wearsa blind over one 
eye, and has had both hands wounded with 
gunshots; and Willis is a little smaller, same 
color and looks like an idiot. 

They are still at large, and the police of 
Atlanta have been put on notice. 

It is probable that petitions will be gotten up 
to bave Frank Singleton and Corey Walker 
pardoned on account of the mannerin which 
they came to Mr. Brown’s rescue and saved 
his life. 

It was a desperate struggle, and Mr. Brown’s 
account of his experience is extremely 
thrilling.

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TO CONTROL JOINT RATES| 


ANEWPOWER DELEGATED TO THE 
RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


The Bill to Pay the Commissioners Ap- 
pointed Under the Candler Resolution of 
1887 Passes the House. 


Tho special order yesterday—and one of the 
most important bills of the present session-—Wwas & 
bill by Dr. Felton, the prime object of which is to 
give the railroad commission authority to fix “joint 


fates.”’ 

The bill also provides that the commission shall 
have power to locate depots and to require the 
establishment of such freight and passenger build- 
Ings as the safety of frieght and the public comfort 
may require. 

The house vote, in fayorofthe measure, was 93 
to 5. - 

THE COMMISSION FAVORED IT. 

The bill was drawn up by commissioner Camp- 
bell Wallace, and his associate commissioners as 
well had expressed themselve unreservedly in favor 
pf the proposed change. 

Just after the bill was read yesaterday,these letters 
from the commissioners were read by the clerk. 

MR. GORDON, OF CHATHAM, 


spoke in opposition to the ball, 

Mr. Gordon saik “When this bill was taken up 
by unanimous conden he asked that it be made 
a special order, bec&gise, although a ratiroad bill 
it Lad been sent to the judic’‘ary committee instea 
of the railroad committee, and because, as well @& 
be could understand it from simply hearing it read, 
it secined to him to revolutionize ee laws as io 
the regulation of railroads by the rai road coni- 
mission. ° 

His first impressions had been confirmed upon an 
examination of the printed bill. This bill author- 
izos the railroad commféssioners of this state to make 
joint rates for counecting roads, although not under 
one control or management, 

This is the reverse of tbe principles enunciated by 
Lhe railroad commission in their report of July, 
1889, a.dis beyond any gtant of power by the 
United States to the interstale commission. 

By request of Mr. Gordon, the cler& read from the 
17th report of the railroad Commission, page /, as 
follows: 

“One of the most important rules governing 
the transportation of freight, adopted 
on the organization of the conimission, is 
known asrulel,andis as follows: ‘All conuect- 
ing railroads which are under the management and 
control by lease, ownership or otherwis> of one and 
the same company, shall, tor the purposes of trans- 
portation in applying the standard tarill, be consid- 
ered as constitutiig but one and the same road, and 
the rates stiall be computed as.upon paris of one 
and the same roud, unless otherwise specified.” 

“Oneoftthe arguments used in favor of such 
combinations is, that the business can be conducted 
more @ilicientiy and economically under one man- 
agement. Ifthis be true it follows that freight can 
be transported at lower rates, and, unless the 
charges were be'ow what is just and reasonabie 
when the roads were operated separately, there 
ouchtto be a correspond.ng reduction is an rates 
wi.en the companies are ccunbined unger one MaL- 
agewent,”’ 

Mr. Gordon said, here In July in argument of 
the railroad commissione:s, that one control pro- 
duces economy in managementand hence eutities 
the public to jower rates aud certainly the converse 
of this proposition must follow that wicre there is 
not cne control aud not the economical manage- 
ment resultipg from it, the rates should not be 
lowered from the “‘locals’’ established by the rail- 
road commissioners themselves as *‘just aud reason- 
able.”’ 

In September this bill is introduced by requcst of 
the chairmwau of the railroad commission, and tue 
only argument presented for its passage 
is a ietter from him saying that, if 

assed, the commission may be able to give some 
ocal stations lower rates and enable fertilizers and 
similar cheap gvods to get rates which will enable 
them toreach markets they cannot reach under 
existing rates, and a Jetter from the other so0mmis- 
sioners saying that they now acquiesce in this re- 
quest, although until recently opposed to it. 

Mr. Gordon eulogized Mr. Campbell Wallace as 
one of the great men of the age, pbutsaid in spite of 
that fact it was not right for the legislature 
to act upon his “ipse Gixit”’ and

Complaint is continually made that Georgia rail- 
roads are owned in Wall street. Itis the result of 
the character and temper of the legislation of this 
state. The agitation in pastfears has exterminated 
5,000 native Georgian holdets of Georgia railroad 
stocks, This bill will decimate the ranks of those 
who remain, 

The Georgia ratiroad commission already has 
power to reguiate all local rates; isit wise to givye 
them an additional power not held by any inter- 
state or state commission in this country? 

MR. GLENN, OF WHITFIELD, 
followed in support of the measure, 

“The object of thig bill,” said he, “is not to make 
any law or rule for the railroads of this state, but to 
give tothe railroad commicsion the power in cer- 
tain cases to deal with rates over more than one 
line—that is; to fix ‘joint rates.’ ; 

“The railroads of this state are very largely con- 
solidated. I use the term ‘consolidation’ to apply 
to the connecting of a series of railroads—‘combina- 
tion’ toapply tothe bringing together under one 
manage- ment of a number of parailel or competing 
roads. Practically in Georgia, aithough cousolida- 
tion and combination hare both taken place, the 
railroads still preserve their identity aud charge lo- 
cal rates overa number of roads controlied and 
operated by the same management. 

Now, as this has taken place, deal with them as 
such. As they have practically made themselves 
one line, let us deal with them as one line.” 

“Is not this an innoyation,”’ inter:upted Mr. Gior- 


don, of Chatham. 

“All progress is innovation. The railroad was 
One; the commission anothes, and we must deal 
with these things as they arise. How are we to leg- 
islate four railroad companies? They have 
two relations—one a private and the othera publie 
one. With reference to the first, their internal 
affairs, we bave nointerest. It matters very litlo 
who controls the railroads, if, in theiz public rela- 
tions, their rates are coutrolied and discrimination 
prevented. This isthe field for practical legisia- 
tion. Over this suijcct it is the duty of the legisia- 
ture to act, beyond it all;is immaterial, 

This power has been given to the Enelish com- 
missions. Our commission wiil pass upon each 
special case as it arises, and, judging the future by 
to past, will do no harm to the railroads. 
The effect of this villean work no harm. It will be 
administered as they have their other powers, ina 
conservative manner, and I have no qnestion will 
be equally to the bevefit of the railroaiis ana the 
people, The policy of this billis what I believe to 
be the correct one. Control rates— not railroads,” 

MR. HART, OF GREENE, 
opposed the bill. 

He thought it was violative of the well settled 
principles of law, that the distance an article was 
carried was an element that entered into the coin- 
pensation ofthe common carrier. Tis bill shakes 
the well grounded principle of a ‘iocal tariff.’ Our 
national railroad commission law, as weil as every 
otber commission, recognizes that railroads should 
be paid more per mile “for a short haul than a long 
one.’’ The justice of that is too apparent for argu- 
ment, A railroad ten miles long connects with an 
other railroad one hundred miles long. Theshort 
road cannot live and haul freight in the same pro- 
portion per mile that the long one can, when the 
distanse traveled is the whole length of each rvad. 
The distanve they bear to each other is as ten to 
one, yet a freight tariff upon that basis 
would be radicaliy wrong. Joint rates and 
a division of the treight received among 
the two roads, for an article carried over the 
entire length of both, in proportion to the length of 
each, would clearly be an injustice tothe short road 
and probably to both roads. Especially wouid this 
be true where -the commissicn beforehand had 
fixed just aud reasonable rates. I fail to appreciate 
the argument that a railroad can haul for a cheaper 
rate where the article transported isto be tarned 
over toa connecting line, and where it is to be stop- 
ped at the terminus of the road. The short and 
weak roads cannot Jive under the operation of the 
bill, and must prove easy prey to long and strong 
roads. This practically leads to “consolidation.” 
What are railroads todo? The scheme ot this bill is 
to consolidate, and yet my friend from Oglethorpe 
(Mr. Olive) has introduced a bill that has met with 
much favorable commentin this legislature, that 
says to railroads: “If you consolidate, you shall 
die.”” What is to be the state's. policy? 
Shall they be treated as consolidated lines so far as 
the public are concerned, and denied the benefits 
that copsolidation would bring tothem? Certainly 
we cannot say, you must remain separate and dis- 
tinct roads, in one breath, and lu the next say, we 
treat you as consolidated lines. This bill tends to 
foster what the ‘‘Olive bill’ seexsto kill. If, inthe 
wisdom of this house this bill is passed, consistency 
requires the defeat of the Olive bill, Mr. Hart, in

The Georgia railroad commission in its first rnte 
assumed more authority than is granted by the 
United States to the inter-state commission and on 
the ground of economical management under one 
control they made joint{ rates. Now they goa step 
further and ask tomuke joint rates without the 
economical management of one control, 

What will the effect be? In the jud.-ment of 
those experienced in railroad management it will 
bankrupt the,weaker roeds. 

The railroad commission recognize that rates can 
not be based on mileage only and have divided the 
railroads of the state into four divisions with rates 
as follows:

If joint rates arc made over the two roads on the 
eontinuous mileage basis allowed the Marictta and 
North Georgia road, the total charge for 90 miles 
would be 53 cents per 100 lbs., which ailows to the 
Western and Atlantic railroad only 15 cents instead 
of 27. 

If the 100 lbs. of freight went from Cement to Jas- 
Mer onthe coutinuous mileage basis allowed the 

estern and Atlantic railroad, the total 
charge would ke only 42, which allows to the 
Marietta and North Georgia only 15 cents. 
instead of 33. Thenin one case the Western and 

tlantic would have to carry the same freiglit if it 
staried from Jasper and went to Cement vin Mari- 
etta 12 cenis per hundred pounds cheaper than if it 
started from Marietta and went to Cement, and the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad would carry 
the same ireight if it siarted from Cement and went 
to Jasper via Marietta 18 cents per hundred pounds 
cheaper than if the same freight started irom Mati- 
etta und went to Jasper. 

In other words, this bill means lower rates for 
counecting roads than these now in existence, This 
loss of revenue may perhaps be endured by the long 
roads with sources of income irom inierstate busi- 
ness beyond the reach of the Georgia commission, 
but how can short roads, d« pendent entirely upon 
local rates, live? The commission now allows them 
about one-third higher rates than the long roada, 
and yet it is notorious that none of them pay divi- 
dends, most of them barely earn operating ex- 

nses; some of them don’t pay expenses, Reduc- 

ion of rates to them means ruin, 

The hue and cry is against consolidation, end 
here is a bill to enable the railroad commission to 
force the consolidation of roads, without their con- 
sent, against the interest of their stockhoiders, and 
by an unequal parinership enfeeble the weaker 
road until tt has no alternative butto become the 
prey of the stronger road. 

But it will be claimed thatthe same apprehen- 
Bions of ruin to railroads were stated in the consti- 
tutional convention, and vet railroads have increas - 
ed larcely since the establishment of the railroad 
Commission. The answer to this is _ that 
railroads have increased, not because of the railroad 
tommission, but in spite of it. 

They have been built because the increased 
prosperity of the country coutribuied the capital 
and credit with which to build them, and because 
Consolidation in ownership produced lower rates by 
economy in management, but above all because in- 
ventions and improvem nts — especial 
use of steel rails—enabled : to 
be operated under. circumstances and 
for remunerations impossible twenty years , 
For instance, then one-halt of the weight a 
ioaded freight train was the cars—the other half 
Was the merchandise—now two-thirds of the weight 
drawn is merchandise.

NEW YORK, October 3.—The Wall street 
money market settled down today with exXasper- 
ating slowness, but had vo more influence today 
than during the past few days. The market was 
decidedly weak throughout, and on some stocks 
the bears jumped with both fect, aided principally 
by the fear ofturther gold shipments engendered 
by the tact tbat the reserve of the bank of Eugland 
is down to 33.3 per cent, against 42.15 per cent last 
week, when the advance on the rate of discount 
was made. There was no further advance made 
tocay, but the gold which has gone out is believed 
to have gone through, and the negotiation of a 
large loan to Brazil by the Rothschilds makes it 
almost certain that more gold will be needed to fill 
the gap. 

The pressure was severe against cotton oil, which 
bas been so firmly held through the weakness of 
other trusts. It gave way steadily and finally 
brought sugaralovg with it. Chicago people were 
very prominent ib seliing out this stock and they 
also sold St. Paul liberally on decrease in earnings 
tor the fourth week oi September, aithough the fact 
that it contained one day lessinhan last year was 
well known. Manitoba and. Buriington were 
noted exceptions to the- rest of the list) 
being strong all the way out, although 
the former had a severe set buck in the 
afternoon. As the day wore along the pressure ex- 
tended to the entire active list, and even such spe- 
cialties as Pullman were aflected, and declined 
without a reaction of any importance. 

The maraet closed active and weak at the lowest 
prices oftheday. Activily was greater than it has 
been seen since last Friday. Almost everything on 
the list is lower, and cotton oil lost 3% per cent, 
Manhattan 24%, sugar 17 Atchison 1%, 58t Paul, 
Reading and Pullmen 1% each, Missouri Pacific 
1\, Lakawanna, New England and Northern Pa- 
cific preferred 1 each, and others fractional 
amounts.

Dr. Jones’s address abounded in kind words, ten- 
der thoughts and a deep love for the old home. 

He was listened to with interest, and when he sat 
down was loudly applauded, 

After the meeting was over President 
Carter called his executive committee to- 
gether and with them discussed the work 
to be done. Dr, Nicolson and Dr. Harris were 
made a committee to secure a building which will 
be flited up for the association. 

The Rev. Dr. Funsion, Mr. Douglas, Mr. Scoville 
and Mr, Mozelv were constituted a temporary Com- 
mittee on membership, and any Virginian wishing 
to become a member of the association can consult 
either of them.
